Oakley Re-elected 
34th District Court Judge Brian 


A. Oakley appears to have been 
re-electedto another six-yearterm. 
According to unofficial figures 
from the five communities (Belle- 
ville, Romulus, Huron Township, 
Sumpter Township, and Van Buren 
Township) in the court's jurisdic- 
tion, Oakley garnered nearly 71% 
of the vote, beating challenger 
Robert P. Coutts by acomfortable 
margin of 19,187 to 7,926. 

Romulus voters followed the 
overall trend, favoring Oakley with 
5,973 votes (70.16%) to Coutts's 
2.511 (29.50%). 

On the partisan portion of the 
ballot, Romulus effectively voted 
a Straight-party ticket, choosing 
the Democratic candidate(s) over 
the Republican candidate(s) in ev- 
ery federal, state, andcounty race.

which began by providing businesses 
with information about Federal taxes, 
Social Security, and Unemployment, but 
then continued with awoman who spoke 
in Spanish for some minutes. (No trans- 
lation was provided.) 

| expressed a personal opinion: "If 
youcome tothis country, learn English!" 
| will not apologize for that statement. | 
have been told that! also said, "Go back 
home."| doapologize for that statement. 

During the last few months, there 
have been many errors related to cable 
programming. For example, previously 
announced program schedules were 
not always followed, and information 
bulletins were frequently misspelled, 
making our community look bad. | have 
tried to work with the City to get things 
corrected, but to no avail. Telephone 
Calls to the cable room often went unan- 
swered. (When the phone was an- 
swered, it was answered by Mr. Mike 
Laskaska, who took care of problems in 
a professional manner.)

"There is no doubt in my mind that 
Alan Lambert should serve as mayor of 
Romulus for another four years," said 
Dingell. "We are working on many proj- 
ects in Washington that will benefit the 
people of Romulus, and are glad to be 
working together with Mayor Lambert." 

City Council Chairman Randolph 
Gear also endorsed Lambert. 

"The mayor works with the city coun- 
cil in a team effort to make Romulus 
better," he stated. 

Gear also took the opportunity to 
share apersonal message with the hun- 
dreds who attended the gathering. 

"| want to thank everyone for their 
patience while | was away at military 
duty," he said. "We are praying for people 
like the mayor's son-in-law, who re- 
cently got called to serve in the war with 
the other members of our trained sol- 
diers. ... We can't forget our troops." 

Others supporting Lambert's re- 
election bid include Romulus City Coun- 
cilmen LeRoy Burcroff, William Crova, 
Michael Prybyla, and William Wads- 
worth, as well as 34th District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley. 

“Three years ago, when we were 
elected, | did not know Mayor Lambert 
and he did not know me," Burcroff ex- 
plained. "Now, we know each other, 
respect each other, and can work to- 
gether for the good of the community by 
putting our political and personal differ- 
ences aside." 

Wadsworth, who was out of town 
during the event, asked Mayor Lambert 
to read a letter to his supporters at the 
rally. 

In the letter, Wadsworth stated, "| 
am supporting Mayor Lambert 100% in 
his bid for re-election, and hope that all 
of you do, too. ... | am aware of how 
government works, and know that you 
can't please everyone.

e doubling the size of the fire depart- 
ment and changing it from a volun- 
teer operation to a regular 24-hour/ 
7-day operation; 

e purchasing three new rescue ve- 
hicles and two new fire engines; 

e working on plans to develop and 
constructanewfire station atnocost 
to residents on land donated to the 
City; and 

e planning the development and con- 
struction of a new senior-citizens' 
center, also at no cost to residents. 

Lambert also discussed his plans for 

the future. 

"We are in the process of locating 
funding to build anewrecreation center, 
which is a top priority and will not cost 
our residents any tax dollars," said the 
mayor. "We will also continue improv- 
ing the image of our city, and bring in 
new retail and other developments that 
will benefit our city.” O
